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The Life That Knows No Defeat

“I can do all things through. Christ 
which strengtheneth me,” Phil. 4:13. 


These words contain a great boast, but 
Paul knew whereof he was speaking. He 
had tried Christianity under all condi- 
tions and circumstances in life, and 
found it equal to every emergency. Some- 
one might say that the circumstances 
under which he penned these words 
testify against him. He was a captive, 
held in prison, when he longed to be 
among his congregations. 

It is said of Samuel Rutherford that he 
was exiled from his lovely parish and cast 
into the cold, gray prison at Aberdeen; 
but he wrote letters of consolation to his 
flock, dating them not from the prison- 
house but from “my Lord’s palace at 
Aberdeen.” The cold, dingy prison was 
transformed into a palace where he held 
high converse with his Lord. 

To Paul the prison became a pulpit 
from which were sounded words of eter- 
nal life. The enemies had cast him into 
prison hoping thereby to stop the spread 
of Christianity, but Paul turned it into a 
great opportunity to tell others of the 
Christ. The whole imperial guard heard 
the story of Jesus and the apostle’s let- 
ters went to the uttermost parts of the 
earth. There is no defeat here. I am speak- 
ing on the subject “The Life that Knows 
no Defeat.” 

In Christ Jesus Paul found sufficient 
power to do all things that he was meant 
to do. We can do all things through 
Christ which strengthens us. Christianity 
is not, as some believe, an added burden 
to life; but it is a dynamo that in a won- 
derful way aids us to carry the burdens 
of life. Just as in a great factory where 
all the power is generated in one spot, 
perhaps by one engine, ‘and is all con- 
veyed and distributed to each part so that 
every wheel is turned and every hammer 
lifted with complete efficiency; so in Je- 
sus, the child of God receives that power 
which is for the task at hand. Glory to 
God in the highest! 

The difference between the man who 
is only under the influence of the world 
and the man who is in Christ, is the dif- 
ference between a sail ship and a great 
steamer. The sail ship may be drifted out 
of its course or arrested in its progress by 
contrary winds, and if the winds fail al- 
together the ship will lay idle and cannot 
move. The man who is of the world, the 
world does with him what it likes. There 
is no driving power within, it is all from 
without. He is at the mercy of the wind 
and waves. But he that is in Christ is 
like a steamer plowing: its way across the 
briny deep, not depending upon the pow- 
ers from without nor hindered very much 


by them, but steadily driven forward in 
‘sunny and in stormy weather by the 
power that is within. It is Christ within 
the soul that is pushing us forward. 
There is assurance and steadfastness that 
you fail to find in the man of the world. 


The man without Christ knows not 
whither he is going nor can he make 
progress to any extent by his own will. 
He is at the mercy of the surrounding in- 
fluences. But the child of God has one 
aim in view, one purpose in life, and no 
storm, however severe it may be, can 
drive him from his course. He that gives 
the power to go forward is also our Guide 
and the goal will be reached. Praise the 
Lord. The power within gives us confi- 
dence to attempt the most difficult task 
to which Christ calls us. He summons us 
to tasks that are quite beyond us, but 
they are not beyond Him. Sometimes we 
seem to be ill-fitted for the work to 
which we have been called, but in Him 
and through Him we shall succeed. 


When Westcott was quite an elderly 
man, having spent all his life as a profes- 
sor at Cambridge, he was suddenly called 
to the great task of Bishop of Durham. 
He had no experience along those lines. 
He had no practical knowledge of the 
work, having spent many years as a 
teacher. When the call came he said he 
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felt no fitness for the place but he was 
willing to surrender all to God. And what 
were the results? This frail scholar went 
from the classroom to the bustling min- 
ing population of Durham, and as bishop 
he was found as efficient as he had been 
a teacher. We are made complete and ef- 
ficient in Christ and not in ourselves. 
Difficulties will vainsh when we are 
driven forward by His divine power. Hal- 
lelujah, I feel that power now! 

It is said that a great musician visited a 
friend in the country, and his host took 
him to church on Sunday. Several weeks 
later, as he was visiting there again and 
was invited to go to the same church, he 
refused with these words, “I will not go 
with you unless you can take me to hear 
someone who will tempt me to do the im- 
possible.” This is what Christ is ever do- 
ing,—tempting us to do the impossible. 

Paul stood in the center of the Roman 
empire, planning to take it for God. This 
is the faith and courage that Christ in- 
spires in those that follow Him. “I can 
do all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me.” 

Brother, the task you are called to do 
is not too great for you. God will furnish 
the power and He expects you to furnish 
the man. You say, “I would join the 
church; I would be a Christian, but I can 
not live right.” You can’t by yourself 
but Paul said, “I can do all things 
through Christ which strengtheneth me.” 
Will you not make a new consecration to 
Him? 





Jesus of

‘Jesus of Nazareth, a man approved of 
God,” Acts 2:22. 

In the year of A. D. 28, during the 
reign of Emperor Tiberius, there appeared 
on the banks of the lower Jordan, a man 
preaching the gospel of repentance for 
the remission of sins.

“This is my BELOVED Son in whom

The Sixth Trumpet 

“And the sixth angel sounded, and I 
heard a voice from the four horns of the 
golden altar which is before God, saying 
to the sixth angel which had the trumpet, 
Loose the four angels which are bound 
in the great river Euphrates. And the 
four angels were loosed, which were pre- 
pared for an hour, and a day and a 
month, and a year for to slay the third 
part of men. And the number of the 


army of the horsemen were two hundred 
thousand thousand: and I heard the num- 
ber of them. And thus I saw the horses 
in the vision, and them that sat on them, 
having breast plates of fire, and of jacinth, 
and brimstone: and the heads of the 
horses were as the heads of lions; and out 
of their mouths issued fire and smoke and 
brimstone. By these three was the third 
part of men killed, by the fire, and by 
the smoke, and by the brimstone, which 
issued out of their mouths. For their 
power is in their mouth, and in their 
tails: for their tails were like unto ser- 
pents, and had heads, and with them they 
do hurt. And the rest of the men which 
were not killed by these plagues yet re- 
pented not of the works of their hands, 
that they should not worship devils, and 
idols of gold and silver and brass, and 
stone, and of wood: which neither can 
see, nor hear, nor walk: neither repented 
they of their murders, nor of their sorcer- 
ies, nor of their fornication, nor of 
their thefts,” Rev. 9:13-21. 

The great tribulation is at this time 
running its course, and when the sixth 
angel shall sound there will be a voice 
from the altar which is before God. It 
seems that there are four horns of the 
golden altar which will sound. This voice 
will give orders to the six angels which 
hold the six trumpets. They will be or- 
dered to loose the four angels which are 
bound in the great river Euphrates. We 
conclude that there will be four special 
angels bound near this great river. It was 
at this river that the human race first 
came into existence. It was at this place 
that Satan triumphed over our fore- 
fathers and where Babylon was doomed. 
It seems that God has four angels bound 
there to finish destruction on those that 
reject Him. John beheld this scene and 
announced that the four angels were 
loosed. Of course this is all in the future 
but it will really happen. 

These four angels will be leaders of a 
great and infernal army. John describes 
them as horsemen. “Horse” in the Bible 
represents power and these characters de- 
scribed as riding these horses denote pow- 
er and authority wielded over the people. 
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The color of the horse is an indication of 
punishment. The white horse represents 
purity and in the first two verses of the 
sixth chapter of Revelation it represents 
deception. The red horse represents war 
and bloodshed; the black horse, famine 
and death. The pale horse represents star- 
vation and want. In verse 16 of our 
scripture lesson, these horses represent 
demon powers. It is said that their num- 
ber is equal to 200,000,000. Some think 
that this will be the Turkish army or 
some other organized government with 
its soldiers. But this is not true. These 
are demon powers from the pit, that God 
uses to punish the people that would not 
believe His truth. They will resemble 


horses but they will have heads like lions.- 


They will be enveloped in a breastplate 
that represents fire and brimstone. With 
these coats of protection they will be able 
to defy any attack that the beast’s army 
may make upon them. 

Brother Lee, in his book on prophecy, 
says that this destruction will last for 
eighteen months, that is, including the 
different times when destruction is 
turned loose on the people. 

This special army will kill the people 
by fire and smoke and brimstone from 
their mouths. Their power will be in 
their mouths and in their tails. They will 
hurt with their tails but will kill with 
the fire and smoke that issues from their 
mouths. 

These riders will be wrapped in a sul- 
phuric coat of mail, the very elements of 
hell. They will not really ride earthly 
horses but demons from hell. 

In our previous editorials it was stated 
that the locusts were not to kill men but 
were to punish them for five months. But 
this great army will actually kill the in- 
habitants of earth. 

It seems that all these calamities would 
cause the remnant that is left to repent, 
but the Bible says, ““They repented not.” 
v. 20. 

It is believed that at this time in the 
tribulation week, all the good people will 
be gone except the 144,000. No demon 
power will be able to touch the 144,000 
during the tribulation week.

“And these are the words that the Lord 
spake concerning Israel and concerning 
Judah. For thus saith the Lord; We have 
heard a voice of trembling, of fear, and 
not of peace. Ask ye now, and see 
whether a man doth travail with child? 
wherefore do I see every man with his 
hands on his loins, as a woman in tra- 
vail, and all faces are turned into pale- 
ness? Alas! for that day is great, so that 
none is like it: it is even the time of 
Jacob’s trouble, but he shall be saved out 
of it. For it shall come to pass in that 
day, saith the Lord of hosts that I will 
break his yoke from off thy neck, and 
will burst thy bonds, and strangers shall 
no more serve themselves of him: But 
they shall serve the Lord their God, and 
David their king, whom I will raise up 
unto them,” Jer. 30:4-9. 

No people of earth have ever suffered 
as God’s ancient people Israel. From the 
days of their Egyptian bondage they have 
suffered at the hands of their enemies. 
They have been hated, robbed, murdered 
and scattered to the ends of the earth. 


The wave of persecution they are 
meeting in the world today seems to be 
more far-reaching than for many years. 
Perhaps this is that last one which is to 
precede the great deliverance so long 
promised. Other conditions in the world 
lead us to believe that time is near. 


Many thousands of Jewish refugees in 
Europe are seeking a home, and no nation 
is willing to accept them in large num- 
bers. Some have come to the United 
States, some have gone to Scandinavian 
countries, Argentina, Brazil etc. It seems 
that the times of the Gentiles are about 
up. Israel’s sufferings will increase still 
more, but her deliverance is assured; for, 
according to Paul, there will come out of 
Sion a Deliverer. The Lord has declared 
that of all the nations He will make an 
end, but not sa of His ancient people 
Israel whom He hath bound to Himself 
forever by covenant. 

In spite of all the terrorism and set- 
backs in Palestine, the Jewish population 
at the end of 1938 was estimated at 
450,000, as compared with 420,000 at 
the end of 1937. 

Rescued from “no man’s land” on the 
frontier between Poland and Germany, 
where they had been living for three 
months, fifty-four Jewish children re- 
cently arrived in England. They are the 
first of several hundred who will be tak- 
en into English homes and taught trades 
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to fit them to emigrate to the Dominions 
when they are eighteen. Although most 
of the children are between six and six- 
teen, there was one child of eighteen 
months, 

For those non-Italian Jews who were 
unable to leave Italy by March 12, a con- 
centration camp was prepared on an is- 
land off the coast of Italy. Nine-tenths 
of the 12,000 Jews affected by this ex- 
pulsion had no idea where to go, seeking 
desperately some way of escape. 


During 1939 the Jewish people in- 
vested $21,204,425 in Palestine. This is 
striking evidence of their aspirations and 
determination to upbuild the Holy 
Land. 


American Persecution 


That persecution will ere long strike 
at the Jews in the United States and 
Canada was predicted by Dr. French Oli- 
ver, the evangelist and Bible teacher, in 
an address in Knox Presbyterian church, 
Toronto, Canada (Globe and Mail; To- 
ronto, July 12). Basing his remarks on 
the prophecies of Ezekiel (chapters 38 
and 39), he urged the return of the 
Jews to Palestine, warning them of the 
fate which awaited them in America, as 
in other countries. 


“There are movements on foot of a 
very serious nature,” the speaker assured 
his hearers. “I don’t know whether you 
are aware of the hold the Jews have in 
the administration (of the U. S.) .. . 
There are many of them in positions of 
authority, in positions of advisers. There 
is a growing resentment of their genius, 
their skill, of their talent and ability.” 


The prospect which the speaker held 
out to the Jews after their return to the 
land of promise was not likely, however, 
to greatly accelerate their immigration 
thither from America. Bolshevism and 
Fascism would sweep down on them, and 
two-thirds of them would be destroyed. 
The unconverted Jew who heard him 
might well answer: “If such be the con- 
ditions soon to prevail in Palestine, it 
were better for me to endure the perse- 
cutions that you foresee here. In either 
case suffering is to be my lot, and I fear 
the American people less than those of 
Europe. I will remain here, and if I per- 
ish, I perish.” 

That Israel will return to the land of 
their fathers is certain. But their going 


back will be in unbelief, and will not be 
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hastened by the recital of the woes that 
they will encounter. The ministry of the 
Church to the Jew is one of witness to 
the “power of God unto salvation,” of 
the gospel, and also, during these days of 
trouble, to minister the cup of cold 
water and such other loving consolation 
as is possible. 

We question whether persecution of 
the Jew will ever prevail widely in Amer- 
ica. Certain nations seem to be indicated 
by our Lord (Matt. 25) which are to deal 
kindly with his brethren. That there are 
elements of the population, some even 
professedly Christian, who are bitter of 
tongue, is true today. But that is not the 
spirit of the majority nor we believe, will 
it be in the days yet to come.—Alliance 
Weekly. 

American Jews numbering 4,500,000 
raised over $9,000,000 during 1938 for 
the relief of persecuted Jews. Since 1914 
American Jews have raised over $85,000,- 
000 for the relief of European Jews. 

The Jewish population in the Roman 
Empire in the time of Christ was 4,500,- 
000, and constituted one-twelfth of the 
total population of the Roman Empire. 
If they had remained in Europe and mul- 
tiplied at the same rate as the European 
population, they would today number 
75,000,000. 

It has been charged on authority that 
seems reliable, that since Hitler came in- 
to power 800 organizations have been 
formed in the United States with the 
purpose of spreading anti-Semitism and 
undermining the democratic form of 
government. 


Jews in Italy 


According to recent official statistics 
there are 84,000 Jews resident in Italy. 
Since 1919 some 20,000 Jews from other 
lands have settled in Italy. Of this num- 
ber fully 12,000 arrived after 1933, the 
year Hitler came into power. These are, 
therefore, largely German Jews. About 
8,000 of the 20,000 arriving since 1919 
have been naturalized as Italian citizens. 
In view of.the new anti-Semitic laws all 
of the 20,000 Jews who have arrived 
since 1919 must leave Italian territory 
within six months.—Jewish Missionary 
Magazine. 

A Jewish community in’an Italian col- 
ony in Africa, consisting of 20,000 per- 
sons, has decided to abandon their Arabic- 
Jewish dialect and adopt Hebrew in its 
place. The resolution came after a year’s 
trial of the Hebrew tongue. 

Ten large German cities have lost more 
than forty per cent of their Jewish pop- 
ulation, and many other smaller Jewish 
communities have disappeared entirely in 
the last five years.

My Refuge and Fortress

Scripture lesson: Psa. 91:1-4, “He 
that dwelleth in the secret place of the 
most High shall abide under the shadow 
of the Almighty. I will say of the Lord, 
He is my refuge and my fortress: my 
God; in him will I trust. Surely he shall 
deliver thee from the snare of the fowler, 
and from the noisome pestilence. He shall 
cover thee with his feathers, and under 
his wings shalt thou trust: his truth shall 
be thy shield and buckler.” ; 

We see in this scripture lesson before 
us God’s care and protection over His 
children, how that if we put our trust in 
Him He will shield us from the power 
of the enemy and carry us by His divine 
power over on the other side to enjoy His 
blessings forevermore. But we must keep 
going on, fulfilling His Word, doing His 
will. It says, “He that dwelleth in the 
secret place of the most High.” That, my 
friends, is the secret of success in our 
Christian life; that is, to dwell, which 
means to delay, or linger, to reside, to so- 
journ, or in other words, to stay there in 
the presence of the great God and Maker 
of heaven and earth. 

I know that the devil comes around 
and tries to discourage us and tells us all 
kinds of hard luck stories. Yes, that is 
his business, but we have the words of the 
Psalmist, ““He (God) is my refuge and 
my fortress.” Thanks be to God, He is 
our hiding place, when things in the 
natural seem to be against us and every- 
thing seems to go wrong and the enemy 
begins to tell us that there is no use in 
trying and we might just as well give up. 
Praise the Lord, we are serving the same 
God that told Paul, “My grace is suffi- 
cient for thee,” and if we dwell or stay 
in His secret place we shall abide under 
the shadow of the Almighty. Yes in the 
secret place, a place where the enemy of 
our souls can’t come, a hiding place in 
the very presence of God. But the old 
devil stands off and tries to lure us away 
from God or our hiding place, away from 
the source of our protection, saying, 
“Come over here.” As Sanballat told Ne- 
hemiah when he was building the walls 
of Jerusalem, “Come down in the valley 
of Ono.” But Nehemiah said, “I am do- 
ing a great work. I can’t come down.” 
So we are doing a great work for God. 
That is why the devil is trying so hard 
to discourage us and make us feel we are 
doing no good, and showing us the 
faults and mistakes of others. Even 
though some do go back in sin, it will not 
do us any good if we do. 

The one thing I want to impress upon 
your minds is to remember that the Lord 
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is our refuge and fortress and we find in 
Paul’s writings, ““Ye are dead, and your 
life is hid with Christ in God.” There we 
have again the thought of being hid with 
Christ in God. We also find in the Scrip- 
tures, “If God be for us who can be 
against us?” That gives us to under- 
stand that there is no power above the 
divine power of God Almighty, and that 
there is no one who can get us away from 
our hiding place, that secret place with 
God, as long as we go on and do His will, 
even if the grim hand of death comes and 
takes some of our loved ones. Yes, I say, 
even death cannot separate us from the 
Lord. Paul says again in Rom. 8:38, 39, 
“That neither death, nor life, nor angels, 
nor principalities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, Nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creature, shall 
be able to separate us from the love of 
God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.” 
So as long as we are walking in the paths 
of righteousness and doing those things 
that are pleasing in His sight, there is no 
creature that can put us out of our hid- 
ing place in our gracious Lord. If we die 
while walking the straight and narrow 
way, we will soar away on the wings of 
love to be there in the presence of God 
while eternal ages shall roll. 

When the enemy comes around with 
his discouraging stories just tell him, 
“I’m hid away by the love of God,” and 
as the old song says, “I’ve heard of a 
city called heaven, and I’ve started to 
make it my home.” That is where we 
are longing to go, and by the grace of 
God we are going. Praise the Lord. We 
are on our way, but we can’t rely on 
ourselves, it will take the grace of God. 

When the enemy clouds our way, when 
the storm clouds hang low it ought to 
be enough to lift us up when we realize 
that God is near. He said, “I will never 
leave nor forsake you” and we read in 
Psa. 23:4, “Yea, though I walk through 
the valley of the shadow of death, I will 
fear no evil: for thou art with me; thy 
rod and thy staff they comfort me.” 
Why are you not afraid, David? Because 
thou art with me. Thank the Lord. 
Through the hardest battle, through the 
worst trials and the worst temptations, 
He is with us. The devil clouds your 
way with discouragement. You may feel 
that you haven’t a friend in the world 
and that God is a thousand miles from 
you, but that is just your feelings. The 
Lord is still near. Thou art with me. 
There is a friend that sticketh closer than 
a brother. 

We find in Psa. 34:7, “The angel of 
the Lord encampeth round about them 
that fear him, and delivereth them.” 
That is enough to ‘make us shout, just to 
think how near the Lord is to us, and 
how the angels are camping about us. 
Sometimes, when we are discouraged and 
downhearted and blue, if our spiritual

Don’t 
let this happen to you for you will lose 
much more than your tithes. Obey God 
in every respect.

Many times it has seemed I could 
not live for it looked like I could not 
stand it any longer, but God was and 
still is so merciful, good and loving. Bless 
His name. I went back home to Alabama 
and my five little brothers were so piti- 
ful, yet very precious to me. Pray that 
they all will get salvation and live true 
unto the end. Oh, the trials, many heart- 
aches and burdens I had to bear for my 
Lord, but Jesus and the sweet Holy Ghost 
has kept me through it all. Thank God. 
Saints and sinner friends, I never knew 
before my Lord was so precious to me, 
His blood He spilled on the cross and the 
Holy Ghost were so real in the midst of 
those trials and persecutions. God knows 
about them all and He has kept me, oh 
He kept me through His mighty power 
and really satisfied (at that time) my 
soul with the sweet Holy Ghost. Glory! 
He gave me one soul filled with the Holy 
Ghost. Pray for her, her trials are many 
but God is able to keep her, I know. How

He was to stay until some time in 
August, 1939, but on Wednesday eve- 
ning, the 22nd of February, 1939, a tele- 
gram came to me from a cousin, saying, 
“Your dad is free at my house now.” 
Oh thank God, thank God. I can never 
praise and thank my Lord enough for 
what He has done for me. He delivered 
Paul and Silas and Peter from prison so 
many, many years ago. Not hardly two 
months ago He delivered my father, and 
I know He has the very same power to 
deliver my precious mother too, for just 
think, dear ones, what is home without 
papa, without mamma. O my God, help. 
Pray especially for her poor soul. I know 
God is able to save, sanctify and baptize 
her (papa and the boys too) with heav- 
en’s sweet Holy Ghost and fire. 

Friends, obey God. I didn’t fulfill my 
promise to God so recently I was taken 
with my heart again. I suffered off and 
on all night and until - Saturday about 
two o'clock when God healed me. Bless 
His name.

ery word that proceedeth from the mouth 
of God.” 

As He considers His life He intends to 
maintain His mission at as high a level 
as possible and ever keep before Him the 
perfect ideal. The devil intrudes with an- 
other of his devices,—‘‘a lapse from the 
ideal does no harm, for God’s angels have 
charge over His Son.” Jesus refutes his 
statement and surmounts the trial with 
the Word, “Thou shalt not tempt the 
Lord thy God.” Jesus chooses for the 
basis of His work a loving service to all 
mankind, and if He remains true to this 
ideal it will prove His Sonship with the 
Father. The tempter makes one other at- 
tempt as he offers Him the whole world 
in return for His allegiance to him, “If 
thou wilt but fall down and worship 
ME.” Jesus answered and said, “Get thee 
hence, Satan, for it is written, Thou shalt 
worship the Lord thy God and him only 
shalt thou serve.” Jesus is our example 
“¥ + we should follow in His steps. 1 Peter 
2:21. 

“And leaving Nazareth, he came and 
dwelt in Capernaum, . . . that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken by Esaias 
the prophet . . . The people which sat 
in darkness saw great light; and to them 
which sat in the region and shadow of 
death light is sprung up. From that time 
Jesus began to preach, and to say, RE- 
PENT.” Matt. 4:13-17. 

With simplicity Jesus talked informal- 
ly with the people wherever He found 
them—in the synagogues, the streets ,the 
countryside, the crossroads, the seashore, 
and in the open fields. Like John the Bap- 
tist, His message was the same to every 
people, “‘the kingdom of God is within 
you,” that is, a free kingdom (salvation) 
to all, a plan to be demonstrated with 
love and justice rather than violence and 
force. Numbers responded to His message 
because He healed their diseases and 
soothed their aching hearts. 

Jesus chose to assist Him in His great 
work men who were practical and fun- 
damentally honest, men who were cour- 
ageous and steady, ambitious and ener- 
getic, cautious but unimaginative. He 
realized that His hour would come, so He 
must prepare lights to lighten the paths 
of them that would come after Him, 
walking in darkness and being led astray 
by deceitful and ungodly men. He in- 
structed them, reproved them when ne- 
cessary, placed in their hearts the doctrine 
and later gave them power to teach it. 

Jesus began His ministry without rab- 
binical authority. It was the custom of 
the Jews to quote from the law and use 
for their authority the learned rabbis. 
Jesus quoted from the law the passages 
that revealed their sins and did not leave 
off to mention that His authority came 
from God. To the religious leaders such 
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statements were absurd. “Go and sin no 
more,” “Thy sins be forgiven thee.” This 
too was absurd and even blasphemy to the 
leaders of orthodoxy. They defied him 
with Job 14:4, also Isaiah 43:25, “Who 
can forgive sins but God only,” Mark 
2:7. 

Vast crowds thronged about Him with 
the sick and suffering, the rich and poor, 
the desperate and sinful, and He did not 
hesitate to heal them. Although charged 
of being in league with Beelzebub He 
never ceased to do good. It is true that 
Jesus attracted the multitudes, thousands 
listened to His constructive messages but 
He never did accept their reward of pop- 
ularity. Jesus ever kept His Father in re- 
gard and gave Him the glory, knowing 
that He too would soon receive the glory 
as at the beginning. 

To better bring out the thought of 
God’s approval upon Jesus, I wish to men- 
tion some instances in the Bible (during 
His life) where God did manifest His 
presence: , 

“The Spirit of the Lord God is upon 
me; because the Lord hath anointed me 
to preach glad tidings unto the meek; he 
hath sent me to bind up the broken- 
hearted, to proclaim liberty to the cap- 
tives, and the opening of the prison to 
them that are bound. To proclaim the ac- 
ceptable year of the Lord, and the day of 
vengeance of our God; to comfort all 
that mourn,” Isaiah 61:1, 2. 

“God anointed Jesus . . . who went 
about doing good,” Acts 10:38. The 
adulteress was forgiven her sins. Blind 
Bartimaeus received his sight. The 
lame and the halt was made to walk and 
carry off his bed— (Bethesda) ; Liberty to 
the captives even the dead. The disci- 
ples were convinced that in Him was life, 
when they beheld the widow’s son raised 
to life and Lazarus walking from the 
tomb in which he was dead four days. 
And by His beautiful words to the dam- 
sel, ‘“‘Damsel, I say unto thee arise.” 

“And this is life eternal, that they 
might know thee the only true God and 
Jesus Christ whom thou hast sent.” John 
17:3. 

Jesus’ chief concern was for His 
apostles. If they could but get the vision 
and learn of His divine mission that 
would enable them to overcome when He 
was absent from them. One day He called 
to Him James, Peter, and John and to- 
gether they ascended mount Hermon and 
to their surprise when they reached the 
summit He was transfigured before them. 
In the vision we see the eternal existence 
of souls and the preservation of our re- 
ward; Moses and Elijah. In the strength 
of this Jesus stood facing the future with 
no fear of death nor the cross, knowing 
that He should soon surmount them and 
give gifts unto men. The voice of God 
reassured Him that He was attentive 
and well pleased, and as they descended 
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the mount toward Jerusalem all fear was 
dispelled and a greater zeal spurred Him 
on to His hour. 


When Jesus knew their hearts were de- 
termined to deliver Him up to be slain, 
He pronounced their dire destruction and 
yielded Himself to the will of God. Matt. 
23:29-39. “Verily I say unto you all these 
things shall come upon this generation.” 
As He beheld the beautiful city and fer- 
vent love blazed in His warm heart, He 
was moved to tears when He remem- 
bered their desolate home. “‘O Jerusalem, 
Jerusalem, thou that killest the prophets, 
and stonest them that are sent unto thee, 
how often would I have gathered thy 
children together, even as a hen gathereth 
her chickens under her wings and ye 
would not! Behold your house is left 
unto you desolate.” 


The next few days of Jesus’ life were 
the most sorrowful ones burdened with 
the sins of the whole world and numbers 
of His friends turned back and would 
walked with Him no more, the elders took 
council against Him and even the Father 
delivered Him to the will of sinful men. 
Despite His loneliness and burdened heart, 
Jesus prayed more earnestly. 

Christian friend, allow me to impress 
this thought upon you, if you’re con- 
fronted with a trial that presses you be- 
neath its care, make an appointment and 
commune with the Father. Pray more 
earnestly and you’re sure to find grace 
to help in the time of need. It may not 
be the strength of angels, but it will be 
the refreshing from the presence of the 
Lord. 

Alas; while Jesus was praying alone, 
the trampling of an on rushing mob was 
heard. Jesus had said to His Father, “Not 
as I will, but as thou wilt” so they took 
Him and led Him away. 


Jesus was convicted on charges He 
strove all His life to avoid, that of a so- 
cial agitator and revolutionist. The trial 
was of no authority and upon a false 
basis. The elders who waited for Him 
turned away in disgust, the Pharisees and 
Sadducees envied Him, His own family 
misunderstood Him, and still He wept 
for their souls. His own friends betrayed, 
numbers pulled at His beard, others spat 
upon Him while others smote Him and 
cried out, “Deliver thyself thou that 
buildst the temple in three days.” 

This procedure and the scourging was 
more than the human could withstand. 
They placed the cross upon the shoulders 
of another as He slowly trod the way of 
redemption. When they reached the sum- 
mit of Golgotha’s hill they placed Him 
upon His cross. In my mind as they 
forced those nails into the “Word made 
flesh” all heaven became dark and turned 
from the scene of the death of its gift, 
the rocks were rent, the temple’s vail was 
torn asunder, to reveal the crime of the

envious and proud. 

The crucifixion was considered the 
most cruel punishment that could be in- 
flicted. The criminals and slaves died this 
horrible death. So it was written of Him, 
“For he hath made him to be sin for us, 
who knew no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in Him,” 
2 Cor, $:21. 

All during the life of Christ there had 
been a continued change, at this interval 
the human race lost hope. With their 
Christ in the tomb, and the scorn of 
Jewish men and rebels’ cries, these Chris- 
tians dispersed and went their way. Peter 
felt that he was doomed and the others 
had forgotten His prophecy, “Behold I 
go before you into Galilee.” At the ap- 
pointed time an immortal being descended 
from heaven to deliver and loose the 
pangs of death and remove its sting. Je- 
sus rose from the dead because it was not 


possible that He should be holden of it.
